“I just have a couple of 
hours (of flight training) left 
before I can do my flight test,” 
she said. 

Ultimately, Airhardt 
hoping to land a job as a pilot 
in northern Ontario.

“You’ve got to live your 
life. It’s the only one you get,” 
said Airhardt, who works for 
Eurocopter in Fort Erie. 

And now, she’s leading 
a team of volunteers that is 
daring enough to venture 
out onto Lake Erie regard¬ 
less of the weather to rescue 
boaters who run into trouble 
among the waves. Airhardt is 
the new commodore of Port 
Colborne Marine Auxiliary 
Rescue (PoCoMAR). 

She joined PoCoMAR 
about three years ago after 
James Warankie, her flight 
instructor and friend, told 
her about the organization. 
Since then she said plying 
the waters of lake aboard 
PoCoMAR’s rescue boats is 
something she's really looks 
forward to. 

“I really enjoy being out 
on the water and helping 
people out. It’s a good way 
to spend your summer,” she 
said Saturday from her rural 
home in Sherkston. 

Since joining the organiza¬ 
tion, Airhardt has been called 
out on several rescue mis¬ 
sions, towing disabled boats 
back to shore. She recalled 
helping some boaters who 
were stranded on the rocks 
in Gravelly Bay after they had 
engine trouble on the lake. 

“I like the challenge of it 
and helping people,” she 
said, adding the people she 
gets to work with have kept 
her interested in the organi¬ 
zation as well. 

The volunteer positions 
requires some commitment 
from the members. She said 


PoCoMAR volunteers are 
required to spend a mini¬ 
mum of about 10 hours a 
month in training through¬ 
out the year. 

The commitment includes 
weekly training meet¬ 
ings during the winter and 
once PoCoMAR’s boats are 
launched in the spring, the 
volunteers each dedicate one 
night a week to crewing the 
vessels. 

As another season of boat¬ 
ing arrives, Airhardt said 
she's hoping for the best. 

“I'm hoping everyone has 
a good safe boating season,” 

She said she’s also hoping 
that PoCoMAR’s 40 or so 
members spend the bulk of 
the season training rather 
than getting involved in 
actual rescues. 

But if an emergency does 
arrive on the lake, she said 
they will be ready to respond 
if they receive a call for help 
from the coast guard. 

“We’ll be there day and 
night," she said. 

PoCoMAR has some 
vacancies and the orga¬ 
nization is looking for new 
recruits to fill them. The only 
prerequisite for people inter¬ 
ested in signing up is a boat¬ 
ing licence. 

“The rest of the training 
you can get through us, like 
radio licences and all that 
stuff,” she said.

Instead of making an assump¬ 
tion, as he obviously did 
(Tuesday) night, come out and 
see what the reality is and how 
this corporation is actually 
showing leadership to provide 
strategies, not to satisfy his 
concerns but to satisfy the con¬ 
cerns of the patients.”

Sending a message 

I ts detractors called it “stupid,” illegal and unenforceable, 
but Wainfleet council went ahead and passed a bylaw 
calling for a two-kilometre setback for wind turbines from 
residential homes. 

The bylaw had been under discussion for about two months 
and had seen lawyers for Rankin Renewable Power Inc. send 
letters and appear before council stating its opposition to it. 

Rankin Renewable Power Inc. is now a partner with 
Wainfleet Wind Energy Inc., owned by the Loeffen brothers, in 
a project to build a number of industrial wind turbines in the 
township. 

Rankin lawyers said in their legal opinion the township 
does not have the legal authority to pass such a bylaw. 

Under the Planning Act, council does have the authority to 
regulate setbacks of buildings and structures. However, under 
the Green Energy Act, the section of the Planning Act that gave 
council that authority was amended, exempting renewable 
energy projects. 

That means council would have to defer to provincial 
regulations for wind turbines and distance to noise receptors. 

The setback, under the Green Energy Act, as it stands now is 
550 metres away from residential homes. 

Wainfleet alderman and the mayor have said they are doing 
what is right for the citizens they represent and wanted to 
see proof that a setback of 550 metres would not cause any 
harm to residents. Residents living near wind turbines across 
the province have complained about feeling sick and being 
bothered by the noise of the industrial wind blades spinning. 

Council has a duty to protect its residents, and while 
Niagara’s and Ontario’s chief medical officers of health have 
both said there are no adverse affects from wind turbines, 
alderman and the mayor don’t buy it. 

Nor do residents. That’s why they’d all Eke to see more 
studies done before the turbines are installed. 

We understand a two-kilometre setback is not what wind 
turbine proponents want to see because it could mean no 
turbines anywhere in Wainfleet, or at least none in prime 
wind locations. The proponents are also right that Wainfleet 
doesn’t have the legal authority to enforce such a bylaw. That 
power was stripped from all municipalities by the provincial 
government. 

What Wainfleet does have is the moral and ethical authority 
to pass the bylaw that it did last week. 

The mayor and alderman were elected to represent the 
people of Wainfleet. If the people of Wainfleet don’t feel safe 
with wind turbines set back 550 metres from their homes, 
then council has a duty and obligation to do something about 

We hope Wainfleet’s decision inspires other communities 
with concerns about the Green Energy Act to follow suit. 

By passing the bylaw, council is sending a message to the 
province and we hope the province hears it loud and clear. 


■ TURBINE DEBATE: Fear mongering and misinformation? 

Wind energy a viable alternative 


I heuseofwindasasourceofpower 
_L has been around for centuries and 
the Dutch powered water pumps, grist 
mills and even factories with wind. 

It is only natural this would lead to 
the use of wind to generate electricity. 

In Canada and North America they are 
relatively new, with the first wind farm 
being built in Pincher Creek, Alta., in 
2002. While most European countries use 
windmills extensively to generate power 
Denmark and Germany are the leading 
countries with close to 20% of their total 


The Germans look at wind far 
differently than most. They feel the user 
price paid for fossil fuels does not show 
the hidden costs of burning fossil fuels 
— the cost of health care that can be 
direcdy attributable to their wide spread 
use. They show in their calculations that 
wind energy is actually cheaper when 
one considers the impact of pollution, 
smog and harmful toxins given off in the 
atmosphere. 

That is why it is not completely 
surprising the German 

government recendy announced the 
closing of all 16 of its nuclear plants in 
light of the recent situation in Japan. 

How are they going to replace this lost 
generation? They are hoping to develop 
offshore wind in the North Sea. While 
Germany is not in the same high-risk 
earthquake zone many of the Asian 
countries are in, it is in a higher risk area 
than Canada 

Our company has worked at Bruce 
Power in Kincardine for the past 10 years 
and our experience is nuclear power in 
Ontario is very safe and should continue 
to be used to generate our base load 
requirements, approximately 50% of our 
total demand. But do not expect we will 
be buying electricity for three cents a 
kilowatt or less. All of the plants in Ontario 
need refurbishing and the new costs of 
generating electricity from nuclear would 
be just as high as or higher than wind 
generation. 

Why do I not dislike nuclear? It is clean 
and does not pollute. There is a problem 
with the required storage of spent fuel 
rods and the threat of the fuel getting into 
the wrong hands. But I think it provides 
a good mix for Ontario and advantages 
overcome disadvantages. 

number one source of electricity from a 
cost perspective. It is a clean, renewable 
energy and Ontario is fortunate to have 
great resources. But new developments of 
hydro generation on the horizon are very 



limited in Ontario because most of the 
major resources have been developed. 

Hydro power provides about 25% of our 
electricity. But even producing electricity 
from hydro is going to be far more 
expensive than the 3 cents per kilowatt 
hours of bygone years. 

In fact the new tunnel at Sir Adam 
Beck costing $1.6 billion to produce 
enough electricity for 160,000 homes 
will cost more than electricity generated 
from windmills. The other advantage 
of windmills is the investment is made 
100% by the developer and there is 
no expenditure by the province. The 
$20-plus-billion debt for building the 
nuclear plants has never been paid 
off and we are still making interest 
payments. If Ontario was to fund all the 
new electricity generation the debt would 
be so great the province would lose its 
present rating and we would be on a 
serious downhill spiral. 

So why choose wind to fill the void 
left from the 50% nuclear 25% hydro 
generation? Between wind, biomass, 
solar and natural gas that 25% could be 
filled. Ontario’s goal is 10,700 megawatts 
of electricity from wind; 10% by 2015. 
Other provinces are more aggressive, with 
Prince Edward Island hoping to generate 
75% of its electricity from renewable 
by 2020, and Nova Scotia 40% by 2020. 
Quebec has not set a goal but presendy 
have 2,000 megawatts being built, 
approximately 5% of its present capacity. 
Alberta and British Columbia have 
some grid problems but are continually 
building wind farms. 

My interest in green energy was kindled 
by a number of factors. The fact that many 
children now have asthma, the fact two of 
my own 

grandchildren have asthma but it has 
not been seen in my family before, the 
number of seniors who die in Toronto 
every year during smog days — these 
things made me realize how polluted our 
atmosphere is. Of course, the threat of 
global warning with all its implications 
weighed on me heavily also. 

Why would one not use something as 
free as the wind instead of continually 
burning fossil fuels with their pollution 
problems. Add the fact there is a finite 
quantity of fossil fuels. 

Civilization has been around for 


thousands of years — surely we should 
not be consuming the rate of oil that we 
presently do if we hope civilization should 
carry on. Surely we should be looking to 
the friture as stewards of this Earth and 
not be looked back upon as the greedy 
and selfish generation who cared for die 
moment only. 

I think the overwhelming evidence 
is global warming is a fact of life. David 
Suzuki has stated that only 10% of 
research does not support the conclusion 
climate change is taking place and is 
being driven by human activity. In other 
words the overwhelming evidence 
is global warming is the result of the 
excessive volume of carbon dioxide we 
discharge to the atmosphere. 

Richard Philip, a former professor at 
the University of Western Ontario, has 
stated; "There is no lab experiment to 
test the hypotheses that human activity 
contributes to global warming. There 
will always be criticism by skeptics. 

The debate, however is taking on the 
appearance of Nero fiddling while Rome 
bums. Only this time Rome is Earth." 

My interest in wind made me do my 
due diligence to ensure I was on the right 
track. I travelled extensively and visited 
wind energy manufacturers of wind mills 
and spoke to residents close to wind 
farms. I visited Germany, the Netherlands, 
Spain and California. I checked then- 
standards, I talked to residents living close 
by. I talked to farmers who had windmills 
for many years and I always came back 
with the same conclusion—windmills 
are safe, they are harmless and the people 
like them. 

Why all the anger in Ontario in some 
rural communities? Why has Chatham- 
Kent endorsed them whole heartedly 
while Wainfleet and the 

Township of West Lincoln think 
otherwise? I say for the most part 
misinformation is the main problem. 

They say they are concerned with noise 
yet the average arterial and collector 
road in Niagara generates far more noise 
and many local residential streets are 
comparable to the noise from a windmill. 

I recently talked to a developer of a 
wind farm in California, Frederick Noble. 
He built his first wind farm in 1981. He 
said the noise and health issues are 
nonexistent in his state. He is building a 
new wind farm where windmills will be 
1,500 feet from residential areas, although 
he could be as dose as 1,200 feet. The 
standard in Ontario is 550 metres, which 
is 1,804 feet away, the highest setback in 
the world.

We visited city hall in Palm Springs 
where they have thousands of 
windmills. They said they were happy 
with their standard of 1,200 feet 
between windmills and residences. 
Are we going to ban the motorcycle 
because it makes for more noise than 
a windmill? 

The chief medical officer of health 
for the province of Ontario has no 
concern with windmills. They have 
been endorsed by several regulatory 
bodies including Ontario nurses and 
doctors. 

At a recent environmental hearing 
over the Kent Breeze wind farm 
in Chatam-Kent the anti-wind 
group brought in all the anti-wind 
heavyweights from around the world 
and they were resoundingly beaten at 
the hearing. 

There have been reports of sleeping 
disorders in Grey Bruce along Lake 
Huron but I take them with a grain 
of salt. Pretty well all residents in that 
area are against wind generation 
because many have high-paying Jobs 
at the Bruce Nuclear Plant and feel 
wind generation will take capacity 
on the grid that will prevent future 
expansion of nuclear 

The effects of windmills on 
property values is another scare tactic 
with no substantiation. Our studies 


have indicated that where wind farms 
have been built in Ontario property 
values continued to increase over die 

1 consider the generation of wind 
energy like motherhood and apple 
pie. Wind energy does not cause 
pollution, it does not contribute to 
global warming. 

The state of California has 
mandated that there be 1.5 million 
electric cars on the road by 2020. 

The first electric cars are coming to 
Ontario and we have one in our fleet 
They are expensive at the moment 
but so were televisions when they first 
hit the market The cost of running 
electronic cars is substantially less 
than a gasoline-driven automobile, 
and I predict that in five years they 
will be very competitive with gasoline 
driven automobiles. 

Recent studies m the U.S. show 80% 
of residents in favour of wind energy 
and studies in Canada have shown 
similar results. Even in Wainfleet 
a study carried out for us indicates 
two-thirds of the people are in favour 
of wind and renewable energy. I 
am sure our children who are the 
future of this country will be much 
better stewards of this Earth than the 
present generation. 

Global wanning is with us now. The 
extremes of weather throughout the 


world have been profound. Unusual occurring in many countries in the 

flooding and droughts have been world including Canada. see RANKIN | page 6

Most municipal storm 
sewer design manuals are 
outdated. Since 1970 the 
cost of natural disasters has 
gone up 20 times. 

Our firm has built 15 wind 
farms in Ontario and most 
of my 340 employees come 
from Niagara. This industry 
has created thousands of 
jobs in this province both 
in manufacturing and 
construction. One firm has 
announced its intention 
to locate in Niagara and 
permanent jobs are not

only created in construction 
but manufacturing and 
maintenance as well. 

The eight windmills we 
built called the Kent Breeze 
farm will have four full time 
employees looking after 
maintenance, three of them 
working for General Electric. 
General Electric has a policy 
that they want back up for 
safety reasons. 

Another knock on 
windmills is they do not 
always produce electricity. 
Our meteorological tower 
in Wainfleet showed we 
will produce electricity 
85% of the time. Yes you 
need backup, but surely it is 
better to be burning a fossil 
fuel such as natural gas 25% 
of the day rather than all 

The increase in electricity 
costs in Ontario has been 
blamed on renewable 
energy projects by the right 
wing element. The fact is 
only a small fraction of the 
increase in costs can be 
attributed to wind. The price 
of wind energy is dropping 
while all conventional 
sources of energy are 
increasing, and the wind 
prices are firm for 20 years. 

The fear mongering in our 
society about wind energy 
is not substantiated by 
the worldwide experience 
gained on windmills, nor is 
there any scientific evidence 
to prove the naysayers are 
right.

■ PUBLIC MEETING: Residents concerned program could be a burden 

‘Fleeters scoff at $550 
sewage system inspection fee

WAINFLEET - Five hundred and fifty 
dollars is a lot of money for some people. 

It is especially to residents living in 
Wainfleet's boil-water advisory area who 
might have to shell out the amount every 
three years for a mandatory sewage system 
inspection. 

At a public meeting, more than 80 
people packed township council cham¬ 
bers to give their two cents’ worth about 
the proposed inspection fees. 

Township operations director Greg 
Wuisman said the $550 fee covers an 
inspection by which municipal staff will 
visit a residence to look at everything from 
plumbing fixtures and septic beds to treat¬ 
ment tanks and leaching beds to ensure 
everything is compliant with the Ontario 
Building Code. 

“It's nonintrusive. We won’t be break¬ 
ing out any shovels or breaking pipes,” 
Wuisman said. “That will be left to Phase 2 
inspections.” 

A second inspection phase will be con¬ 
ducted if something is found to be an area 
of concern during the first inspection. 

Any further inspections will be con¬ 
ducted by third-party companies at a sepa¬ 
rate cost 

Along with the mandated inspection 


fee, the township is looking to charge $500 
for leaching bed repairs and $400 for any 
real estate inquiries that include sewage 
system inspections. 

Golf Course Rd. resident Ann Hasznosy 
said she cannot see an upside for the 
township to charge $550 for an inspec¬ 
tion when many qualified independent 
companies will do the same task and bill 
signtficandyless. 

“A lot of them will do it for $150 to $200,” 
Hasznosy said. 

Wuisman said there will be consistency 
when work is done by township staff. 
Information about each inspection will 
also be logged into a database for records, 

Laurie Dayboll of Lakeshore Rd. said she 
had a family member who had a full septic 
tank inspection done at a cost substantially 
less than $550. 

“Should the burden of that fall in this 
area if the costs of it being done by the pri¬ 
vate sector is less," Dayboll said. “It's like 
comparing apples to apples. Five hundred 
is a lot to bear for an inspection.” 

Franke Memme of Deeks Rd. wondered 
if septic tank inspections will continue 
to work if the conditions of the aquifer 
improved and the boil water advisory is 
lifted. Memme is concerned the program 
will be a burden to taxpayers if it’s not 
bemg utilized. 


■ WIND ENERGY: Setback bylaw approved 

Township prepared to 
fight turbine proponents

WAINFLEET — If it’s a fight they want, 
it’s a fight they’ll get. 

Proponents of industrial wind tur¬ 
bines will certainly get a battle from the 
Township of Wainfleet after its coun¬ 
cil passed the third reading of a bylaw 
prescribing a minimum two-kilometre 
setback distance for any turbines if 
constructed within the municipality’s 
boundaries. 

The bylaw, which also calls for com¬ 
pensation for any property value loss 
or adverse health effects, was deemed 
unlawful by lawyers representing Rankin 
Renewable Power Inc., proponents of the 
technology, because they claim it would 
be hard to enforce. 

With a large representation of the com¬ 
munity opposed to wind energy coming 
to Wainfleet, Mayor April Jeffs said the 
municipality is prepared to fight for what 
it believes is right. 

“We recendy received correspondence 


suggesting that our council was imped¬ 
ing democracy by passing this bylaw,” 
Jeffs said. “There is absolutely nothing 
democratic about a governing body (read 
the province) taking complete control 
over something that can completely alter 
a community. 

“Listening to the concerns of our resi¬ 
dents and acting on their behalf. That is 
democracy plain and simple.” 

Jeffs said if proponents decide to 
pursue legal action because of the 
bylaw, they would essentially be fighting 
“against their own neighbours.” 

The mayor said council had struggled 
in the past on having wind energy in 
Wainfleet. Supporting a moratorium on 
the matter and deferring decisions on 
wind energy to gather feedback from the 
community were just a few things coun¬ 
cil implemented in order to seek more 
information about the technology and its 
impact on the community. 

Still, the Green Energy Act prevents 
municipalities from making local deci¬ 
sions on projects such as turbines.

Mayors focused 
on economy

PORT COLBORNE — South Niagara’s 
six mayors set their difference aside last 
week to focus on one issue that extends 
beyond municipal borders — the 
economy. 

Each of the mayors — Jim Diodati 
from Niagara Falls, Barry Sharpe from 
Welland, Doug Martin from Fort Erie, 
Vance Badawey from Port Colborne, 
Dave Augustyn from Pelham and April 
Jeffs from Wainfleet — discussed differ¬ 
ent aspects of south Niagara’s economy, 
from industrial growth to agriculture. 

But Job creation was the underlying 
theme throughout the Mayors of South 
Niagara Luncheon organized by the 
chambers of commerce from through¬ 
out south Niagara, held at the Italian 
Canadian Cultural Centre in Port 
Colborne. 

Although a recent disagreement 
between Sharpe and Badawey concern¬ 
ing appointing representatives to South 
Niagara Health Care Corp. was a topic of 
conversation for many of the roughly 225 
people in the audience, there was only 
one passing reference to it during the 
presentation. 

“If there is any trouble,” Sharpe 
quipped at the start of his presentation, 
“I just want everyone to know that Coun. 
Jim Larouche will be playing the role of 
Dave Semenko and I’m Gretzky.” 

He was referring to the Edmonton 
Oilers’ left winger who earned a repu¬ 
tation as Wayne Gretzky’s bodyguard 
during the 1980s. Larouche, a Welland 
Ward 6 councillor, was one of several 
local politicians in the audience. 

Sharpe said there have been successes 
in south Niagara when it comes to job 
creation and investment, such as 90 per¬ 
manent jobs and a $50-million invest¬ 
ment by Welded Tube Canada, Great 
Lakes Biodiesel in Dain City and Ontario 
Solar Manufacturing Corp. all in Welland 
and Thurston Machine’s expansion in 
Port Colborne. 

There have, however, also been recent 
setbacks such as the closure of Universal 
Resource Recovery last summer, and the 
loss of 35 recycling plant jobs there. 

"It’s estimated that there are 20,000 
new jobs in Ontario based on green 
energy today. The target, the province 
has said, is for 50,000 new jobs,” Sharpe 
said, adding those additional 30,000 new 
jobs will likely be a reality by 2013. 

“Niagara has always been the green 
energy capital of Ontario, and will con¬ 
tinue to be. Many of those 30,000 jobs 
will be right here in Niagara,” Sharpe 


Badawey said governments need to 
work with business leaders to make it 
easier for businesses "to create jobs that 
are so desperately needed throughout 
the entire region.” 

Although “there’s no magic bullet” to 
create jobs, Badawey told die audience 
that included business and industry 
leaders that there are many initiatives 
being developed throughout the entire 

He said regional Chair Gary 
Burroughs, who joined the mayors for 
the luncheon, asked Niagara’s economic 
gateway committee “to bring forward 
economic strategies that focus on creat¬ 
ing jobs and attracting investment.” 

“The objective is to create the nec¬ 
essary investment climate through the 
implementation of targeted incentives,” 
such as infrastructure improvements to 
make employment lands more attrac¬ 
tive and strategic marketing efforts for 
specific sectors. 

Community improvement plans 
(CIPs) are another tool for attracting 
investment, said Augustyn. 

“We keep talking about this because it 
works in communities,” he said. 

For every dollar that the governments 
invest in programs to entice develop¬ 
ment, the private sector spends $9, 
Pelham’s mayor added. 

Jeffs said CIPs are now being expanded 
to include rural areas. She said CIPs have 
traditionally been “very successfully” 
applied for urban renewal efforts, "but 
they don’t necessary apply to a place in 
Wainfleet.” 

"We are now taking the tool to a new 
non-traditional level to support our rural 
economy,” Jeffs said. “We have heard 
loud and clear the Niagarans truly value 
the rural character of the region.” 

Diodati discussed the network of 
transportation within the region, and the 
opportunities it presents for economic 
growth — such as the benefits of Niagara 
Transit, the Welland Canal, the airports 
and GO Train service. 

He said regional council unanimously 
supported a resolution to bring the GO 
Train directly to Niagara FaEs, “and our 
objective is 2015.” 

“What a great opportunity,” he said. 
“We’re becoming the playground for the 
GTA and other areas.” 

Niagara’s two airports, he added, have 
yet to reach their full potential. 

“Big business investors don’t have 
time to land in Toronto and travel here. 
They want to land right in the area and 
do die work they need to do. The same 
with entertainment in the area. You 
can see the benefit of having this in the 
region as well.”

WELLAND — It was in the shape 
of the Titanic, and for the dozens of 
people who gathered for a glimpse 
of it, it went down a lot sweeter than 
did the ill-fated ship. 

Titanic enthusiast Lesley Edwards 
baked the tribute cake that was 
on display — then eaten — at Port 
Colborne Public Library on Friday 
morning. 

“Hus my way of commemorating 
the (ship's) 100th anniversary,” she 
said. "I'm really happy with how it 

It took Edwards, the owner of 
Sugar and Spice Confectionery, 
three days to make the roughly 
metre-long cake. The first day she 
researched the schematics of the 
ship and made a 3D computer 
rendering. On the second day she 
baked the medium-density vanilla 
cake and cut out all of the pieces. 
On the third day she iced the cake 
and all of its parts with flexible fon¬ 
dant icing. 

“It was a huge project, but I love 
it and I’ve always been interested in 


the Titanic so, I thought this would 

The cake complemented the 
library’s showcase of Titanic mem¬ 
orabilia donated by Bob Canuel. 

“I think people are interested in 
the Titanic because (people said 
it couldn't sink) and also, maybe 
more so, they are interested in the 
social aspects,” Canuel said. “There 
was a lot of social stratification with 
social classes.” 

Librarian Valerie Catton said she 
thinks people in Port Colborne are 
especially interested in the history 
of the Titanic because of it being a 
marine town and those stories often 
resonate for people. 

“The Titanic’s failure resonates 
for a lot of people and it sparks 
people’s imaginations,” she said. 
“And of course, it’s the library’s job 
to help spark the imagination.’’ 

The Titanic hit an iceberg at 11:40 
p.m. on April 14,1912, 600 km from 
Newfoundland. The ship sunk at 
2:20 a.m. on April 15. More than 
1,500 people died.

Old bottles and toys to aid feral cat initiative

PORT COLBORNE - 
The Port Colborne Feline 
Initiative will host its bian¬ 
nual yard sale and bottle 
drive next month in support 
of its spay and neuter clinic, 
Operation CatSnips. 

The event will be held at 


St. Patrick’s Roman Catholic 
Church Hall on King St. on 
Saturday, May 5, from 8 a.m. 

Donations for the yard 
sale and alcohol botdes and 
cans for the botde drive can 
be dropped off at the hall on 
Friday, May 4, from 9 a.m. to 
6 p.m. 

Ya rd sale donations can 


include children’s toys and 
household knick knacks, 
gently used furniture and 
anything that can fetch a 
price to help support the 
clinic. 

PCFI vice-president Wendy 
Ross says feral cat colonies 
can grow very quickly. 

“Each time a cat is spay 
or neutered, the birth rate is 


lowered significantly, result¬ 
ing in fewer homeless, aban¬ 
doned or euthanized cats 
and kittens.” 

Without the spay and 
neuter clinic PCFI wouldn't 
be able to reduce the number 
of kittens feral colonies pro¬ 
duce in the area. 

“It’s really important to 
stop their breeding to reduce 


the number of cats living 
outdoors and suffering,” she 

The organization has put 
more than 400 cats through 
the trap, neuter and release 
program and has helped find 
permanent homes for 40 cats 
and kittens. 

The organization hopes 
to raise $2,000 this spring 


to help with new and old 
initiatives. 

PCFI has also started a 
spay and neuter assistance 
program for Port Cares 
clients. 

"The people at Port Cares 
have less access to resources 
to pay for it so we think it’s 
important to assist them,” 
Ross says.
